For this “concession” we all should, with¬ 
out doubt, be dulv thankful. 


A BROKEN PLEDGE 

Quite possibly the one who occupies the seat of 
power at Toronto entertains the idea that we have al¬ 
ready forgotten the episode of early summer, when the 
Toronto authorities endeavoured to wipe Chauvin and 
Edgerton off the map by giving them an apology for a 
railroad service, and that we will now meekly submit to 
another curtailment, which may be followed by a com¬ 
plete withdrawal of facilities as soon as they can catch us 
in a sleepy mood. .", 

It is not necessary for us to more than recall the 
united strenuous efforts of the Edmonton Board of Trade, 
The Edmonton Bulletin, the business men of Edgerton, 
and of Chauvin, The Chauvin Chronicle, and the District 
Passenger Agents at Edmonton and Saskatoon; and to 
state that the arguments then presented (doubtless on 
file at* Toronto) are just as correct and forceful to-day as 
they were last summer. In fact at the present time the 
traffic is heavier and promises to exceed last winter.

. The main reason why the Grand Trunk system was 
never a financial success was because it was “directed” 
mainly from London, England. The directors themselves 
were good business men, but lacking exact local know¬ 
ledge they frequently made unwise decisions. 

This kind of policy is being perpetrated to-day by 
the management at Toronto. They have looked at a map 
to confirm their impression that Halifax, Montreal, Tor¬ 
onto, a couple of lake ports, Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Ed¬ 
monton and Vancouver provide the passengers and then 
set out to provide a train to “beat” the C.P.R. to a fast 
run. Doubtless they are regretting the necessity for such 
requirements as divisional points, where alas their pet 
train must stop. 

With the certainty of big annual deficits for at 
least the next few years it is surpassingly strange that no 
effort is made by the Toronto officals to seek to adopt a 
policy which will encourage profitable travel. A policy 
which will make the present service more profitable by 
encouraging the ordinary man to travel with greater fre¬ 
quency. 

THE TRAINS HAVE TO STOP! 

Since making Chauvin a flag stop every train has 
been compelled to stop, and doubtless the train that will 
be able to pass without having to stop will be the excep¬ 
tion rather than the rule. To the east of us Unity has 
been a flag point during the summer months, but most 
trains were compelled to stop. Most trains have stopped 
at Artland for water, and will continue to do so. 

TURNING BUSINESS AWAY 

It is absolutely suicidal for the National road to 
discourage Unity business from their road and to turn it 
>ver to the C.P.R.. It is essentially bad business not to 
encourage traffic from Artland at which point thev make 
water stops. It is poor business to discourage the natur¬ 
al westward trend of traffic between Chauvin, Edgerton 
and Wainwright and points beyond.

Magna Carta, one of the great sta¬ 
tutes of English liberty, wrung from 
King John, on the field of Runny- 
mede in 1215, affirmed the funda¬ 
mental principle that Englishmen 
could not be taxed without the con¬ 
sent of the national council. 

Another great statute, known as 
the Petition of Right, grudgingly as¬ 
sented to by Charles I, four centuries

ORIGIN OF PARLIAMENT 

The origin of parliament must be 
sought in the early assemblies of our 
Anglo-Saxon ancestors, who came 
from the sea-coasts of northern 
Germany and of Denmark. Their 

great council the Witenagemot of the 
times before the Norman conquest, 
was a national assembly of the great 
nobles, and ecclesiastical digniaries 
summoned by the sovereign to con¬ 
sult and deliberate on the affairs of 
the kingdom'. 

After the Norman conquest it be¬ 
came known as the “Great Council” 
It had executive, legislative, and ju¬ 
dicial powers. The king’s special or 
permanent council to which I have 
referred above (‘curia regis’) was a 
part of this great council, and the 
whole formed the common council of 
of the whole realm. 

Eventually, the archbishops and 
other great ecclesiastics, or the lords 
spiritual, the nobles of the kingdom 
or the lords temporal,' forthed- 'the 
House of Lords. 

It was the great noble, Simon de 
Montford, Earl of Leicester—a state¬ 
sman much in advance of his aage— 
who overthrew King Henry III on the 
battlefield of Lewes, who first sum¬ 
moned representatives of the towns 
and counties to meet bishops and no¬ 
bles in a parliament an JL265. This 
scheme of Simon de Montford was 
adopted by King Edward I in 1295, 
and has ever since formed the basis 
of the parliament of England. 

Edward accepted this great council 
always thereafter known as parlia¬ 
ment, as a most convenient instru¬ 
ment for raising taxes; it being the 
immemorial right of Englishmen to 
be taxed only with their own con¬ 
sent through their own representat¬ 
ives. The representative principle, 
as applied to government, is essenti¬ 
ally English. Its origin can be traced 
to the “motes” or assemblies of the 
local divisions of England in early 
English times. In the municipal sys¬ 
tem of Canada, as I shall show later

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Fire Prevention 
Week In Alberta 
October 9 to 16 

Fire preventive week, beginning, 
on Stinday\ October 9th, and ending 
the following Saturday, has been ap¬ 
pointed by order in council, and the 
proclamation is made through a spe¬ 
cial number of the Canadian Gezette. 

The proclamation calls attention to 
the fact that more than 300 persons 
in Canada annually lose their lives as 
a result of fire, in addition to which 
there is irrevocable loss of money, 
labor, time and natural resources. 
This imposes a burdensome tax upon 
industry and thrift and substantially 
adds to the cost of living. Further¬ 
more it is insisted that at least 80 
per cent of the fires are due to inex¬ 
cusable ignorance or neglect. 

During the fire prevention week, 
citizens are. recommended to inspect 
their homes and stores and other 
buildings, remove rubbish and other¬ 
wise reduce hazards. Hotels, the^ 
atres, asylums and hospitals should 
be inspected and any changes made 
necessary to perfect safety from fire. 
Fire drills for children and factory 
special instruction for teachers and 
the distribution of appropriate liter¬ 
ature to pupils. Co-operation from 
municipal authorities as well as from 
those who make a livelihood in the 
forests is sought.

Crime in Canada during the year 
1920 Increased 25 percent over 1919, 
according to figures compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. The 
increase, was, however, for the most 
part in minor offences. During 1920, 
there were 26 convictions of murder 
as against 28 in the previous year; 
attempt to commit murder 19 as 
against 22, and manslaughter 43 as 
against 32. The convictions for big¬ 
amy numbered 71, the identical num¬ 
ber in the previous year. For various 
forms of assault the total convictions 
numbered 2,220 in 1920, and 1,955 
in 1919. Assaults on females increasr- 
ed from 22 to 70, What are technic¬ 
ally known as aggravated assaults 
decreased from 471 to 455. The years 
in question date from and to Sep¬ 
tember 30. 

The number of convictions for 
burglary in 1920 was 2,073, compared 
with 2,420 in 1919. Highway robbery 
fell from 22 to 10 cases. There was 
a slight reduction, too, lin convictions 
for theft. Convictions for arson fell 
from 43 to 34. Forgery cases showed 
an increase, the* inures being 419 as 
against 377. Thirty-three persons 
were convicted of attempt to commit 
suicide, the number being only 20 in 
1919. Conspiracy cases jumped from 
6 to 58. There w r ere 239 convictions 
of having illicit still, a crime which 
does not appear in the 1919 column. 

Cases of drunkenness in 1920 num¬ 
bered 39.769,'as compared with 24,- 
217, an increase of 64 percent 2Cnd 
there was a large increase lin viola¬ 
tions of the liquor laws. During both 
years under review the convictions 
for vagrancy were a little less than 
11.000. Fines paid on convictions for 
drunkenness during 1920 amounted to 
$315,099; and on account of breaches 
of prohibition and other liquor regu¬ 
lations $1,442,754. 

The statistical branch reports that 
the percentage of convictions with 
respect to total number of charges 
for indictable offences is increasing 
year by year, but at the same time 
the sentences are becoming less and 
less severe. 

The number of habitual criminals, 
which had been on the decrease, is 
again rising. In juvenile crime, how¬ 
ever, there was a decrease in 1920 
from 1919 of 2.3 pereent. 

In 88 towns and cities of Canada- 
there were £,682 automobiles stolen, 
valued at $4,562,043. * Of these the 
police recovered 3,534, leaving 148 
these towns and cities numbered 
4,814, of which 2,624 were recovered. 
In addition, the police found 2,325 
bicycles which were not reported 
stolen and found claimants for 2,151 
of them. 

Photographs of] prisoners were 
taken to the nil rather of 5,20.7 and 
finger prints taken, numbered 12,499. 
During the year th^>police gave shelt¬ 
er to 22,927 persons and recovered 
5,212 children that had strayed away.

On Sept. 30th at the instance of 
the Department of Education, one of 
the rate payers of Manitou Lake Mu¬ 
nicipality was fined by J. W. Coe, 
J.P., for neglecting to sent his child 
to school. Publicity is given to this 
case by way of warning to other par¬ 
ents who may he keeping their chil¬ 
dren at home without adequate reas¬ 
ons for so doing.

Dears Sir: 

If convenient, will you please pub¬ 
lish the following remarks on the lo¬ 
cal school attendance. 

It is regrettable, but a fact to be 
faced, that the daily attendance at 
the local schools during the past 
month and a half has been way below 
normal, especially among the older 
pupils in the high school grades.

In fact “sugh (complete mastery of 
what has occurned &in this country, 
and of the great important subjects of 
state policy, foreign and domestic, 
for the last fiftjr years is possessed 
by the queen that he must be a wise 
man who could I not profit by her 
judgement and experience.” 

To these explanations of the active 
life of a great sovereign it is well to 
add a foct not generally known to 
Canadians, that every governor-gen¬ 
eral is instructed to communicate 
directly to the king. , from time to 
time, the fullest information on all 
questions of maETAOIN -sioetquET 
questions of moment to Canada and 
the empire.

I The judges originally held office 
j during* the king’s pleasure, and there 
were many instances of judges being 
deprived of their offices because they 
did not do what the king required. 

After James II. was driven from 
the throne the independence of the 
judges was protected by the Act of 
Settlement which provided that the 
judges were thenceforth to hold their 
offices during good behaviour, and, 
under the British North America Act 
1867, it is provided that the judges 
of the superior courts shall hold of¬ 


The great object of parliament is 
taxation in order to meet the needs 
of government. English sovereigns 
soon recognized the fact that to suc¬ 
cessfully raise the money that they 
required the people through their re¬ 
presentatives in parliament must im¬ 
pose the taxes, the control of the ex¬ 
penditures of the realm was only ac¬ 
quired after ^ long struggle. 

With the development of the prin¬ 
ciple of ministerial responsibility— 
the presence in parliament of a body 
of ministers responsible through the 
commons to the people—harmony 
wa, s created between the executive 
and legislative departments. 

The cabinet is now the connecting 
link between the monarch and the 
people through their representatives 
in parliament. As advisers of the 
crown, as heads of the great depart¬ 
ments of state constituting the gov¬ 
ernment, as the recognized heads of 
the political party or combination of 
parties having a majority in the 
of commons, this cabinet, which is 
legally a committee of the privy 
council, is able to administer pub¬ 
lic affairs without that friction and 
conflict between executive and pardia- 
ment which was the leading feature 
of old times of irresponsible councils 
and the personal rule of sovereigns. 

When we come to consider the go¬ 
vernment of Canada we shall see 
carried out all the English methods 
and principles explained above. The 
king in council, the cabinet, the par¬ 
liament, are all to be found working 
in Canada.

stitutional liberty set forth among 
other things: — 

1. That it is illegeal for the sov¬ 
ereign to suspend or execute laws 
without the consent of parliament. 

2. That it illegal for the sovereign 
to dispense with laws. 

3. That it illegal to levy money 
without the consent of parliament. 

4. That petitions to parliament 
are legal and punishment for them il¬ 
legal. 

5. That parliamentary elections 
ought to be free. 

6. That freedom of speech and de¬ 
bate in parliament is subject to par¬ 
liamentary control only. 

7. That parliaments ought to be 
frequently held. 

These are the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples in England, as in all the self- 
governing dependencies of the crown.

Although the king performs all ex¬ 
ecutive acts through responsible min¬ 
isters dependent on the will of par¬ 
liament and people, it must not be 
supposed that his functions as a sove¬ 
reign are purely ornamental. 

On the contrary, so high an author¬ 
ity as Mr. Gladstone who was for 
many years a prime minister of Queen 
Victoria, has told us that “no head of 
a department performs more labor¬ 
ious duties than those which fall to 
the sovereign of this country.” No 
despatch “is received from abroad, 
nor any sent from the country, which 
is not submitted to the queen.” Her 
signature has never been placeed to 
any public document to which she did 
not approve.”

The common pleas, which had ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction with respect to 
land and suits between private per¬ 
sons and the exchequer which had ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction w^ith respect to 
cases affecting the royal revenues. 

From the lord chancellor, who was 
an officer of the curia regis, sprang 
the court of chancery. These courts 
at first accompanied the king, but 
it was provided by the Magna Carta 
that “common pleas” shall not 
follow our court, but shall be held in 
some fixed place.” That fixed place 
Westminster Hall, the great hall 
of the king’s palace at Westminster.
